The others may possibly 
recover. Mr. Josiah D. Car) and 
family had their home at Moosio, in a 
tine country village house, the external 
appearance of which, and tho superb 
out-buildings, as well as tho wide 
spreading lawns encircling, impress tho 
stranger with tho presenco of culture 
and comfort. Mr. Carl is a superin- 
tendent of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company. His brother-in-law, 
R. S. Woodward, also a boss in tho 
employ of the Delaware and Hadaon 
Company at Mill creek, and his wife 
made a visit to Mr. Carl, intending to 
spend Siinday. Mrs. Carl and Sirs. 
Woodward are sisters, and directly 
opposite tho residence of tho former is 
the residence of j\Irs. Tregillis, also a 
sister. On Sunday morning Jennie 
Powell, the servant girl, some seven- 
teen years of ago, was sent to the resi- 
lience of Mrs. Tregillis to borrow some 
corn meal for the purposns of uiaking 
hot cake.s. Mrs. Tregillis admitted the 
girl to the house and directed her to 
the cellar, where she might find tho 
meal. The girl did hor errand, break- 
fast was served, and Mr. Carl and the 
boy and iNIr. and Mrs. Woodward sat 
around the boai'd, whilo Mrs. Carl and 
the girl waited upon the table. 

When thoy had finishod their meal 
Mrs. Carl and the girl al.so ate. In a 
few nioments the lad began to give 
evidence of poisoning by violent purg- 
ing. In a moment thereafter Mr. 
Carl and almost simultanoously the 
Woodwards and Mrs. Carl and the girl 
were thrown into sjjasms. Tlio alarm 
was given, and the symptoms indicat- 
ing ])oison, tho sister, Mrs. Tregillis, 
thought of tho morning circmnstance, 
and upon visiting the cellar, discoveretl 
that the girl had used a plate upon 
which meal and strychnine had been 
prepared for rats, to remove the meal 
to her l)read tray. The mystery being 
solved, emetics were administered, but 
ineftectually in the cases of Mra. Wood- 
ward and Sirs. Carl. The first expired 
at 1:20 p. m., and tho la:tor ten min- 
utes afterward. There are hopes of 
tho recovery of all the remaining vic- 
tims, but the girl and boy are still 
much bloated and feverish. 

It was learned from the girl that the 
meal was in a bag on a swinging shelf 
and the pie plato which she used to re- 
move the meal to her tray stood in 
closo proximity to the bag of meal. She 
used it bficaiiso sho believed it had bisen 
used by tho family for that puri)0se.

San Francisco, Oct 5. — A private
